rector for this State. Mr. Davis is well known to this publication 
His appointment would mean real enforcement. 


The Ledger says: 
'It seems likely that John T. Davis, an ordained minister and 


member of the General Assembly from Indiana County, will be 
appointed Prohibition Director for Pennsylvania. News to that 
effect comes from Washington and finds confirmation here. There 
are certain difficulties in the way, principal among them the con- 
stitutional incompatibility of the office with his membership in 
the State House of Representatives; but these difficulties have a 
way of straightening themselves out. 


Two pertinent thoughts are suggested by the rumored in- 


tention to put Mr. Davis in charge of the prohibition enforcement 
in Pennsylvania. One is that it siifnines a purpose to put an end 
to the anomalous situation caused by the presence here of a Pro- 
hibition Director who is not allowed to direct. The other is that 
the appointmetnt of Mr. Davis, or some one like him would be quite 
in line with what a great many persons would consider the logical 
method of handling prohibition enforcement. 


The reason Mr. Davis or a man like him, rather than a man 


like Senator McConnell, ought to be appointed Prohibition Direc- 
tor is that he is a fnend of prohibition. He is said to be endorsed 
by the protessional exponents of prohibition in the State. The' 
man at the head of prohibition enforcement in each state ought 
to have those qualifications. In other words, prohibition enforce- I 
ment should be put wholly and without reserve in the hands of ( 
it's friends. That condition will satisfy the drys and should satis- ' 
fy the wets for the argument of the latter that prohibition is un- | 
Enforceable will never have the slightest weight until the friends 
of prohibition have been given every opportunity under favorable 
auspices to enforce it and have failed. It will then be quite in or- 
der to say that if those favorable to prohibition cannot enforce it, 
nobody can, and as an alternative, if those friendly to prohibition 
are put in charge and succeed in changing enforcement from the 
farce it is at present to something in consonance with the sta-" 
tute books, there will be many to welcome that condition.
